in a semi reg a1 luxury. 
Their official court dress, whioh is quite 
oriental in its richness and splendor, 
alone recalls the feudal period of the 
Hungarian aristocracy. 
Their country 
chateaux are lordly iii nothing but 
their hospitality. 
If a stranger drives 
up in his carriage to the entrance door 
of a H ungarian chateau, imm ediately 
and before any questions are asked con­ 
cerning the visitor’s business, even be­ 
fore tho m aster of the bouse has m ade 
his appearance, a legion of servants 
rush forward aud carry the visitor’s 
baggage to one of the half dozen rooms 
aljvays ready to receive guests, invited 
or otherwise. 
Twelve o’clock is the 
usual tim e for dinner, and four or five 
empty seats are always prepared for 
guests who m ight arrive. 
When the 
Hungarians wish to honor more partic­ 
ularly a guest, a succession of 15 or 20 
courses are served at dinner, but as the 
Magyars have in everything the u t­ 
most respect for individual liberty, no 
guest is ever pressed to eat or drink. 
After dinner guests and hosts take a 
long drive over the estates of the cha­ 
teau or pay a visit to the neighboring 
castle. If it is a Sunday, a visit is 
made to the nearest village, where a 
peasant country dance is in full swing. 
Supper at the chateau takes place be 
tween 7 and 8, after which I dan' 
given or a w hist party is indulged in. 
The next m orning everything is silent 
in the house until IO o’clock. Much 
as in England aud Scotland, break­ 
fast is taken when one pleases, at no 
fixed hour. 
During the whole morning 
the noble owner of the mansion is ex­ 
tremely busy. 
The upper Hungarian 
aristocracy still manage the business 
details of their estates themselves, and, 
as may be imagined, this is no small 
work, since many of these domains are 
larger than some petty German states.

africana forms a tree 50 to 60 feet high, 
w ith a trunk averaging 12 to 14 inches 
in diameter. 
I t is said to be one of the 
most beautiful trees of the forest and is 
capable of producing in a good season 
as much as from IO to 15 pounds of 
rubber per tree.

One o f th e Popular Pastime* o f th e Ne­ 
gro*** In Deuteron*. 
The negro has undoubtedly a very 
strong inclination to sleep in the day 
and to spend the night in gossip, dancing 
or singing. On this account he is often 
a nuisance to his neighbors, especially 
when he has a wake. 
As his home is 
often nothing more than a single room 
about eight feet square, the funeral 
party is conducted in the open yard. 
Here congregate 50 to IOO people, who 
begin the entertainm ent w ith hymns, 
going on after m idnight to songs and 
games and often winding ap toward 
morning w ith a free fight. 
Then there 
is the cumfoo dance, one of the finest 
institutions in the world for producing 
nightmare. Two men beat drum s with 
the hands, the one instrum ent produc­ 
ing a tum tum and the other a rattle 
rattle, almost w ithout interm ission dur­ 
ing the whole n ig h t 
At intervals of 
about a m inute the party utters a weird 
cry in some African language which 
startles you as you lie iii bed vainly try­ 
ing to sleep. 
As hour after hour p a sse s 
your house appears to vibrate, the bed 
shakes and your spine feels as if made 
up of loose segments. 
How can the 
drummers keep this up for ten hours? 
And the dancers? With the latter ex­ 
haustion alternates w ith the renewal of 
the orgy; one set falls down aud anoth­ 
er takes its place. This and other dances 
are connected w ith obeah, the witch 
cult of the African. 
Every negro and most of the colored 
people have an innate foar of the Obeah 
man, however they may deny it to the 
whites. One of the latest developments 
of this superstition was brought to my 
notice a short tim e ago in connection , 
w ith a clicket match.

Wallace Harbison, w'ho had been a 
representative in 
the Pennsylvania

enlisting Charles P. (Jollins, Joseph 
Evans and J. K. Leonard, now of Pitts­ 
burg, and members of the Devonian Oil 
company, in a financial way in his plan 
of going to Peru, where several gnod 
wells iiad lieen put down, and wdiere, 
he believed, other good wells could be 
ilrilled.
